On April 14, heads of diplomatic missions in 
Ilia Soviet capital, came to the Marble Mall cl 
tho Moscow City Soviet to attend a press confe- 
rence given by Vladimir Promyslov. Chairman of 
tho Moscow City Soviet Executive Com ml ike.

TELESCOPE IN INDIA MME A COMEBACK 
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At one of India's biggest ob- 
servatories, ln the state of Tamil 
Nadu, in the south of (he coun- 
try, construction ts nearing com- 
pletion of a major telescope 
with a mirror 1.98 metres In 
diameter. It bas been mainly 
designed and assembled by In- 
dian experts. 

Work began on the telescope, 
which will cost 45 million 
rupees, ln 1976. Three and a 
half years was spent on machin- 
ing and polishing the mirror. 
The lower for this unique Instru- 
ment, which ts expected to 
come into service this year, has 
now risen lo a height of 27 met- 
res.
